Star  spells  out 
reasons  behind 
enrollment 
increase. 

Avila  continues  to  grow  , and  The 
Kansas  City  Star  is  taking  notice. 

A September  3 article  by  Karen 
Blakeman  covered  many  of  the  key 
reasons  behind  the  continued  increases 
in  enrollment.  Avila  recorded  a 1 6 
percent  jump  in  full-time  students  this 
fall,  which  adds  up  to  a 34  percent 
increase  since  fall  1990.  The  article 
attributes  the  growth  to  an  institution 
that  keeps  a "close  eye  on  changing 
trends"  and  remains  “sensitive  to 
student  needs." 

Blakeman  cites  other  Avila  selling 
points,  such  as  small  class  sizes, 
individual  attention,  and  responsiveness 
to  the  needs  of  non-traditional  students 
through  such  programs  as  day  care, 
weekend  and  night  classes  and  flexible 
schedules. 

A.D.  Clapp  tells 
Star  he’s  where  he 
wants  to  be. 

New  Athletic  Director  Carl  Clapp 
tells  reporter  La  Velle  E.  Neal  III  that 
he's  very  pleased  to  be  at  Avila  College. 
Clapp,  who  has  coached  at  several 
universities,  cites  a desire  for  stability  as 
one  reason  the  position  first  interested 
him. 


Avila's  new  athletic  director,  Carl  Clapp, 
wants  to  give  his  student-athletes  the 
same  opportunities  he  saw  in  college. 


“When  you're  at  the  Division  I level, 
you  are  moving  every  two-to-three 
years,  “ he  tells  Neal  in  the  August  1 3 
article.  “I  looked  and  saw  the  stress  that 
was  put  on  families,  and  I made  a 
conscious  decision  that  that  wasn't  the 
way  I wanted  to  live." 


As  a former  student-athlete,  Clapp 
says  he  understands  the  importance  of 
his  role  at  Avila:  "My  opportunity  to 
attend  college  was  because  of  athletics. 
I'll  be  able  to  offer  individuals  the  same 
opportunities  that  have  been  so  valuable 
to  me."

Thanks  to  tne  errorts  or  more  than  1 50 
in  the  Avila  community,  the  Fall  ‘92 
Phonathon  has  already  netted  over

Dallavis  Center 
nears  completion. 

Construction  of  the  Dallavis  Center  for 
Art  and  Communication  is 
progressing  on  schedule.  Funded  by 
the  Campus  Renewal  component  of  the 
Avila/2000  capital  campaign,  the  $1.4 
million  Dallavis  Center  will  provide  1 2,000 
square  feet  of  new  and  renovated  space  for 
students.  Avila's  art  students  are  already 
using  the  new  art  facility:  the  communica- 
tion wing  is  slated  for  completion  in  late 
December. 

Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  president,  sees  the 
Dallavis  Center  as  a significant  addition  to 
Avila’s  nine  existing  campus  buildings  and 
noted  that  its  construction  comes  during  a 
period  of  growth.  Avila  has  experienced  a 
34  percent  increase  in  full-time  enrollment 
over  the  past  two  years. 

"The  college  is  pleased  to  be  able  to 
respond  to  increased  enrollments  in  art  and 
communication  through  this  fine  facility 
made  possible  by  the  generous  donations 
of  alumni  and  friends  to  the  Avila/2000 
Campaign,"  Dr.  Kramer  said. 

According  to  Dr.  Kramer,  construction  of 
the  center  is  on  schedule  and  formal 
dedication  of  the  Dallavis  Center  should 
take  place  in  spring  1993.

The  college  must 
complete  the  $1  million  goal  for  this  component,  as  well  as  the 
four  other  component  goals,  by  December  31,  1 992  to  qualify 
for  a $350,000  challenge  grant  from  the  Kresge  Foundation. 

Expanding  the  endowment  fund  is  vital  because  the  interest 
earned  on  those  funds  provides  continuous  financial  resources  to 
address  changing  needs. 

Avila  is  seeking  to  increase  the  fund  to  at  least  $ 1 0 million  by 
the  year  2000.  The  fund  currently  stands  at  $2  million. 

Endowment  gifts  may  be  unrestricted  and  go  into  the  general 
endowment  fund  of  the  college  or  restricted  and  go  toward  a 
specific  purpose  such  as  scholarships,  endowed  chairs, 
maintenance  of  the  physical  plant  or  preservation  of  the  campus. 

The  endowment  component  received  a boost  from  the  Hearst 
Foundation  which  provided  a $30,000  grant  toward  an  intended 
goal  of  $100,000  to  establish  the  Hearst  Endowed  Scholarship, 
and  the  Forster-Powers  Charitable  Trust  which  awarded  a grant  of 
$100,000  to  establish  the  Forster-Powers  Endowed  Scholarship. 

This  special  section  will  explain  more  about  how  you  can  help 
Avila  College  achieve  success  in  the  Avila/2000  campaign  and 
qualify  for  the  Kresge  Foundation's  challenge  grant. 

Kresge  challenge  (leadline  nears. 

The  deadline  is  fast  approaching  for  the 
Kresge  Challenge,  and  approximately 
$ 1 50.000  remains  to  be  raised. 

In  early  1992,  the  Kresge  Foundation, 
one  of  the  nation's  most  prestigious 
supporters  of  higher  education,  announced 
a grant  to  Avila  which  challenged  the 
college  to  complete  the  Avila/2000  capital 
campaign  by  December  30,  1992,  a full 
year  ahead  of  the  original  time  schedule. 

As  the  deadline  nears,  college 
volunteers  and  staff  have  intensified  their 
drive  to  meet  the  goals.  Avila’s  many 
supporters  have  responded  to  this 
important  challenge,  as  gifts  and  pledges 
are  received  daily.

Endowed 
scholarships  help

A named  endowed  scholarship  can  be 
an  excellent  avenue  for  assisting 
Avila  students  while  at  the  same 
time  helping  the  college  meet  the  $ 1 
million  endowment  component  of 
Avila/2000  and  the  Kresge  Foundation 
challenge. 

In  1987.  Avila  published  its  first  edition 
of  a memorial  book  which  included  pictures 
and  biographies  of  39  named  endowed 
scholarships.  Since  that  time,  over  37 
additional  scholarships  have  been 
established. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Avila/2000,  a 
revised  edition  of  this  book  will  be 
published  which  will  include  new 
scholarships  a s well  as  those  listed  in  the 
original  publication. 

As  an  example  of  the  impact  endowed 
scholarships  can  have  on  a student's  ability 
to  attend  Avila,  a $ 10,000  endowed  schol- 
arship fund  would  generate  $ 1 .000  in  in- 
terest that  would  be  used  as  a scholarship. 

Many  scholarships  will  be  initiated  with 
a smaller  amount  which  will  be  increased, 
over  time,  with  gifts  from  the  donor,  family 
and  friends. 

A donor  may  establish  a “living"  or  a 
“memorial"  endowed  scholarship.  A “living 
endowed  scholarship"  honors  a living 
person  or  a business  or  organization.  A 
"memorial  endowed  scholarship"  honors 
our  beloved  and  deceased.  A “living  and 
memorial  endowed  scholarship"  is  used  if 
one  of  the  honorees  is  living  and  one  is 
deceased.  All  are  perpetual  because  they 
are  “endowed." 

An  endowed  scholarship  may  be 
established  to  help  any  Avila  student 
meeting  general  scholarship  standards,  or 
may  be  designated  to  assist  students  in  a 
selected  academic  area,  from  a certain 
geographic  location,  of  a specified  ethnic 
background,  or  on  the  basis  of  high 
academic  achievement. 

Many  donors  elect  to  establish  an 
endowed  scholarship  during  their  lifetime 
and  then  make  a significant  gift  to  the 
scholarship  from  their  estate. 

Perpetual  income  from  endowed 
scholarships  will  assist  the  college  in 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  helping  many  men 
and  women  to  realize  their  ambitions  and 
fulfill  their  dreams  today  and  in  the  years  to 
come.  It  is  these  students  to  whom  our 
society  will  be  looking  for  future  leadership 
and  service.

A planned  gift  is  an  excellent  way  to  help  with  the 

Avila/2000  Campaign.  So  far,  Avila  friends  and  alums 
have  provided  a total  of  $2  million  in  future  planned 
gifts  for  the  college,  funds  that  will  assist  with  the  future  endow- 
ment component  of  the  campaign.

The  following  question  and  answer 
section  provides  information  that  is 
most  often  requested  about  the 
Charitable  Gift  Annuity. 

Q.  What  is  a Charitable  Gift  Annuity? 

A.  A Charitable  Gift  Annuity  is  a life 
income  planned  gift  which  is  a combination 
of  a gift  to  Avila  College  and  an  annuity.  It 
is  a contract  between  you  as  the  donor  and 
Avila  College. 

A Charitable  Gift  Annuity  with  Avila  will 
provide  immediate  financial  benefits  for 
you  and  it  will  give  you  the  opportunity  to 
help  future  Avila  students. 

Q.  What  amount  is  required  for  me  to 
establish  a Charitable  Gift  Annuity? 

A.  Your  charitable  Gift  Annuity  with  Avila 
College  can  be  created  with  a minimum  of 
$5,000. 

You  can  fund  your  annuity  with 
property,  stocks  and/or  cash.  If  you  fund

Q.  What  amount  of  income  will  I receive 
from  my  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  and 
when  will  I receive  it? 

A.  Your  annual  income  from  your 
Charitable  Gift  Annuity  will  be  established 
by  tables  published  in  the  "Uniform  Gift 
Annuity  Rates"  adopted  by  the  Conference 
on  Gift  Annuities. 

The  amount  is  determined  by  your  age 
as  it  relates  to  the  tables,  the  date  of  the 
gift  and  the  date  payments  are  to  begin. 

You  may  elect  to  receive  your  payment 
on  a quarterly,  semi-annual  or  annual  basis. 

You  will  receive  income  calculated  from 
the  first  day  funds  are  placed  in  your 
annuity  account. 

Q.  Will  I receive  a charitable  tax 
deduction  by  creating  a Charitable  Gift 
Annuity? 

A.  Your  immediate  charitable  deduction 
will  reflect  the  expected  gift  portion  of  your 
annuity  which  will  go  to  Avila  College  upon

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An  alternative  to  lower  interest  rates, 


It  seems  each  day  we  continue  to  receive 
news  about  lower  and  lower  interest 
rates.  Many  who  purchased  CDs  in  the 
early  1980s  with  a 10  percent  payout  are 
now  finding  renewal  rates  less  than  5 
percent.  This  news  has  been  devastating  for 
those  on  limited  retirement  income. 

But  the  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  can  be 
an  attractive  alternative  to  the  lower 
interest  rates  that  are  available  in  the 
investment  market.  It  can  provide  an 
avenue  for  individuals  to  help  their  favorite 
charities,  such  as  their  college,  while  at  the 
same  time  helping  themselves. 

You  may  want  to  consider  the  gift 
annuity  as  you  plan  your  strategy  to  offset 
lower  interest  rates.  The  gift  annuity  will 
pay  you  an  income  for  life  with  a fixed  rate 
of  return.  This  stable  payout  is  very 
important  to  individuals  on  a fixed 
retirement  income. 

Viewed  through  current  market  condi- 
tions. the  rates  of  the  Charitable  Gift  Annu- 
ity are  very  attractive.  The  accompanying 
chart  shows  examples  of  the  rate  of  return 
for  one  life  and  two  lives  at  selected  ages.

You  will  notice  that  rates  are  somewhat 
lower  if  the  annuity  is  payable  for  the 
duration  of  two  lives.  This  could  be  an 
annuity  designed  to  name  a spouse,  a 
child,  another  family  member  or  a friend  as 
the  second  beneficiary.  The  rate  is  lower 
because  payments  usually  continue  for  a 
longer  period  of  time. 


The  Avila  College  Heritage  Club. 

The  Avila  College  Heritage  Club  was 
founded  to  recognize  individuals  who 
during  their  lifetimes  have  made  pro- 
vision for  a planned  gift  to  Avila  College.  It 
provides  the  college  with  the  ability  to 
recognize  donors  of  deferred  gifts  while 
they  are  living. 

Heritage  Club  members  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  future  Avila  stu- 
dents will  benefit  from  their  planned  gift  to 
Avila  College. 

To  qualify  for  membership  in  the  Heri- 
tage Club,  simply  inform  Avila's  director  of 
Planned  Giving.  G.  Richard  Scott,  that  a 
bequest  has  been  made  to  the  college 
through  a will,  life  insurance  or  unused 
retirement  funds.  You  will  also  qualify  for 


membership  by  participating  in  a life 
income  plan  with  Avila  as  beneficiary. 

Members  of  the  Heritage  Club  are 
invited  to  an  annual  Mass  and  luncheon 
held  on  the  Avila  campus  each  year  at 
homecoming. 

Planned  Giving  seminars  are  presented 
for  the  benefit  of  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
college.  Seminar  topics  have  included  the 
living  trust,  wills  and  financial  planning. 

Complete  the  information  on  page  9 to 
make  certain  that  you  receive  future 
invitations  to  these  informative  seminars. 
Also,  use  that  same  form  if  you  have  made 
provision  for  a planned  gift  to  Avila  College 
and  have  not  given  notification  to  the 
director  of  planned  giving. 


Using  your  will. 

Many  individuals  spend  a lifetime 
accumulating  assets  but  do  not 
plan  for  their  use  when  they  no 
longer  need  them.  Careful  estate  planning 
can  prevent  this  tragedy  and  a will  often  is 
the  best  tool  to  accomplish  this  objective. 

To  be  effective  your  will  should  be  up- 
to-date  and  reflect  your  needs  and  life-style 
right  now  — not  five  or  ten  years  ago. 

You  may  have  a will  and  have  decided 
that  you  would  like  to  become  a member 
of  the  Avila  College  Heritage  Club  by 
making  a bequest  to  the  college.  This 
bequest  may  be  accomplished  with  a 
Codicil  which  is  a supplement  or  an 


amendment  to  an  existing  will.  Its  purpose 
is  to  allow  changes  to  one's  will  without 
redrafting  the  entire  document. 

A will  may  provide  for  a gift  of  a certain 
amount,  a percentage  of  an  estate  or  the 
residue  remaining  after  other  bequests  have 
been  honored. 

The  following  language  may  be  helpful 
to  you  when  making  a bequest  to  Avila 
College:  "I  give  and  bequeath  to  Avila 
College,  a not-for-profit  corporation  located 
in  Kansas  City.  Missouri, 


(describe  gift)  ..." 

Avila  will  work  with  your  attorney  in 
providing  the  proper  wording  for  making  a 
bequest  to  the  college  through  your  will.

A $ 5,000  Charitable  Gift  Annuity 

A single  donor-annuitant  is  55  and 
funds  a charitable  gift  annuity  with 
$5,000  cash.  The  donor’s  age 
determines  an  annuity  of  6.7  percent  which 
provides  an  annual  income  of  $335.  The 
donor  is  entitled  to  a charitable  income  tax 
deduction  of  $ 1 .308.  For  the  first  twenty 
eight  years  $ 1 29.65  of  the  annuity  payment 
is  the  portion  which  is  a tax-free  return  of 
principal.  When  combining  this  tax  savings 
with  the  initial  charitable  income  tax 
deduction  the  return  will  be  equivalent  to 
an  even  higher  percentage  than  6.7 
percent. 

A $15,000  Charitable  Gift  Annuity 

A single  donor-annuitant  is  65  and 
funds  a charitable  gift  annuity  with 
$ 1 5,000  cash.  The  donor's  age 
determines  an  annuity  of  7.3  percent  which 
provides  an  annual  income  of  $ 1 .095.  The 
donor  is  entitled  to  a charitable  income  tax 
deduction  of  $5,038.02.  For  the  first 
nineteen  years  $500.42  of  the  annuity 
payment  is  the  portion  which  is  a tax-free 
return  of  principal.  When  combining  this 
tax  savings  with  the  initial  charitable 
income  tax  deduction  the  return  will  be 
equivalent  to  an  even  higher  percentage 
than  the  7.3  percent. 


A $5,000  Charitable  Gift  Annuity 

A single  donor-annuitant  is  75  and 
funds  a charitable  gift  annuity  with 
$5,000  cash.  The  donor’s  age 
determines  an  annuity  of  8.5  percent, 
which  provides  an  annual  income  of  $425. 
The  donor  is  entitled  to  a charitable  income 
tax  deduction  of  $2, 1 28.  For  the  first 
fourteen  years  $232  of  the  annuity  payment 
is  the  portion  which  is  a tax-free  return  of 
principal.  When  combining  this  tax  savings 
with  the  initial  charitable  income  tax 
deduction  the  return  will  be  equivalent  to 
an  even  higher  percentage  than  8.5 
percent.

illustrations  will  vary  according  to  the 
age  of  the  donor,  the  amount  and 
date  of  the  gift,  and  the  rate  of  the  month 
as  published  by  the  Internal  Revenue

your  death.  This  deduction  is  determined 
by  the  amount  of  the  gift,  the  date  of  the 
gift  and  your  age  as  it  relates  to  actuarial 
tables  used  by  the  IRS  to  establish  the 
expected  gift  portion  of  your  annuity. 

Your  charitable  contribution  is  deduct- 
ible up  to  50  percent  of  your  adjusted 
gross  income  if  you  contribute  cash,  and 
up  to  30  percent  if  you  use  long-term 
appreciated  securities.  If  you  cannot  use 
the  entire  deduction  in  the  first  year,  you 
may  carry  it  over  for  a total  of  five  years. 

Q.  Will  income  from  my  Charitable  Gift 
Annuity  be  subject  to  income  taxation? 

A.  Your  annuity  income  will  be  subject  to 
income  taxation.  However,  a portion  of 
your  payment  will  be  tax-free  during  your 
life  expectancy  as  reflected  on  the  IRS 
tables  as  it  will  be  considered  a return  of 
your  principal. 

This  tax  savings  during  your  life 
expectancy  when  combined  with  your 
annuity  payment  will  make  your  income 
equivalent  to  an  even  higher  percentage 
than  reflected  on  the  gift  annuity  charts. 

Q.  How  will  my  potential  for  capital 
gains  taxes  be  affected  if  I use 
appreciated  assets  such  as  stocks  or 
bonds  to  create  my  Charitable  Gift 
Annuity? 

A.  Avoidance  of  capital  gains  taxes  can  be 
another  tax  benefit  of  your  charitable  gift 
annuity.  As  mentioned  earlier  in  this  article, 
if  you  fund  your  annuity  with  highly 
appreciated  property  you  may  not  have  to 
pay  capital  gains  taxes. 

This  means  you  can  convert  highly 
appreciated  assets  which  yield  low  income 
to  a higher  income  without  losing  part  of 
your  property  to  capital  gains.  You  will 
receive  income  from  all  your  assets  rather 
than  see  a portion  go  to  Uncle  Sam  as 
capital  gains  taxes. 


Q.  Can  I provide  for  a family  member  or 
a friend  with  my  Charitable  Gift  Annuity, 
and  how  will  it  impact  my  estate? 

A.  The  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  can  be  an 
excellent  way  to  provide  for  your 
beneficiary.  It  will  provide  your  beneficiary 
a guaranteed  fixed  income  without  the 
responsibilities  of  financial  management.  As 
mentioned  earlier,  your  income  will  be 
lower  for  a two  life  annuity  as  the  payment 
period  usually  lasts  for  a longer  period. 

Your  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  will  not  be 
subject  to  estate  tax  or  probate  costs 
because  it  is  made  during  your  lifetime  and 
does  not  come  from  your  estate.  This  will 
assure  confidentiality  of  your  gift  as  it  will 
not  be  a part  of  open  court  records. 

Q.  Can  I have  more  than  one  Charitable 
Gift  Annuity? 

A.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  gift 
annuities  you  can  establish.  Your  rate  of 
return  will  increase  with  each  birthday. 

Some  people  establish  annuities  each  year, 
reaping  the  advantage  of  the  higher  rates. 

Q.  Is  it  true  that  a Deferred  Gift  Annuity 
can  assist  me  in  planning  for  my 
retirement  years? 

A.  A Deferred  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  can 
be  an  excellent  way  to  enhance  retirement 
income.  Some  fund  a gift  annuity  each  year 
as  a part  of  their  long-range  financial  plans. 
Through  such  a program,  you  receive  an 
immediate  income  tax  deduction  and  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  you  are  helping 
the  future  of  Avila  while  making  provisions 
for  your  retirement  years. 

You  can  make  your  gift  now  and  desig- 
nate your  payments  to  begin  at  a later  time. 
Your  immediate  charitable  tax  deduction 
will  be  much  larger  than  if  you  waited  until 
a later  date  and  created  an  annuity  for  an 
immediate  payout.  This  deduction  can  sub- 
stantially reduce  the  actual  cost  of  your  gift. 

The  Deferred  Annuity  provides  excel- 
lent planning  for  those  who  are  already 
contributing  the  maximum  amount  allow- 
able in  their  tax-sheltered  retirement  plans. 


Summary  of  Charitable  Gift 
Annuity  Benefits 

• Provides  a guaranteed  fixed  income  to 
you  for  life  regardless  of  current 
investment  or  market  fluctuations. 

• Creates  an  income  tax  deduction. 

• Eliminates  Capital  Gains  Taxes  if 
appreciated  assets  are  used  to  fund 
your  annuity. 

• Relieves  you  of  management 
responsibilities  of  assets. 

• Reduces  probate  cost. 

• Reduces  future  federal  estate  taxes,  if 
applicable. 

• Provides  for  a beneficiary  while 
relieving  them  of  money  management 
responsibilities. 

• Perhaps  most  important,  it  will  provide 
perpetual  recognition  for  a sizable  gift 
to  Avila  College.  You  will  have  a 
"measure  of  immortality  here  on  earth” 
as  your  gift  will  support  ideals  and 
worthwhile  programs  that  will  long 
outlast  your  own  life. 

You  should  not  select  a gift  annuity 

merely  for  higher  income,  as  you  are 
irrevocably  committing  the  principal 
to  Avila  College. 

But  if  you  are  looking  for  a way  to  make 
a significant  gift  and  generate  a better 
income,  gift  annuities  are  very  appealing — 
perhaps  even  more  so  in  light  of  current 
economic  conditions. 

This  information  is  not  intended  to 
supplant  the  counsel  of  a donor's  own  tax 
and  estate  planning  advisers  with  whom 
any  significant  gift  should  be  discussed. 
Individual  projections  will  be  provided  by 
Avila's  Director  of  Planned  Giving  on  the 
income  and  tax  benefits  of  a Charitable  Gift 
Annuity  at  no  cost  or  obligation  to  the 
donor.

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Author -priest  shares  vision  of  Jesus  that 
touches  wide  audience. 


As  a young  priest  teaching  religion 
to  troubled  high  school  students 
in  the  Bronx,  Fr.  Joseph  Girzone 
played  a hunch.  He  sensed  the  students 
would  have  a tough  time  understanding 
complex  theological  ideas. 

"So  I tried  to  give  the  kids  a beautiful 
image  of  Jesus  they  could  carry  in  their 
hearts  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,"  he  says. 

Fr.  Girzone's  hunch  proved  correct. 

His  classes  were  so  popular,  students 
often  gathered  around  him  after  school  to 
hear  more  about  the  life  of  Jesus. 

Today,  the  message  is  the  same,  but 
Fr.  Girzone  is  reaching  a vastly  wider 
audience.  He  has  written  a best-selling 
book  called  Joshua,  which  concerns  a 
modern-day  Jesus  entering  the  lives  of 
everyday  people.  The  book  has  appealed 
to  people  from  all  walks  of  life. 

Fr.  Girzone,  who  will  speak  at  Avila 
College  on  December  4,  cites  a letter  he 
received  from  General  Norman 
Schwarzkopf  during  the  height  of  the  Gulf 
War.  In  it,  Schwarzkopf  thanks  him  for  the 
spiritual  strength  of  Joshua.: 


I read  your  book  entirely  in  two  days 
late  at  night  when  I was  deeply  in  need  of 
spiritual  strength.  Joshua  brought  that 
strength  to  me  and  has  given  me  great 
peace  of  mind. 

Once,  he  received  a call  from  a group  of 
sixth-grade  girls  who  had  read  his  book. 

“We  all  fell  in  love  with  Jesus,"  one  of 
them  told  him. 

The  book  has  been  especially  popular 
with  Southern  Baptists  and  Jews,  while 
members  of  many  religions  have  made 
their  affection  for  Joshua  known. 

“The  whole  world  is  craving  for  Christ," 
Fr.  Girzone  says.  But  he  fears  that  orga- 
nized religions  too  often  get  in  the  way.  He 
is  dismayed  by  the  increasing  trend  toward 
rigid  church  law. 

Fr.  Girzone  believes  that  one  s actions 
should  be  guided  by  asking,  "What  would 
Christ  do  in  this  situation?" 

Joshua  was  written  over  the  course  of  a 
summer  in  1983,  three  years  after  his 
retirement  from  parish  work.  He  self- 
published  the  book  until  a major  publisher 
picked  it  up  in  1986.  Joshua  has  spent
